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Election/Restrictions 

\. Upon reconsideration, the new claims 35-52 filed on April 13, 2005, are directed on 
inventions that are independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 
following reasons: The original invention involves with data sample generation such as 
grouping and classifying base on distance detection and convergence detection of data. 
However, the new claims 35-42, drawn to a system for receiving input facial images and 
compare with template images base on the correlation between images and new claims 43-52, 
drawn to a method for building a database of facial orientation of image templates by processing 
images in different directions, determining orientation angle of images, and calculating distances 
within the range of images. Thus, the restriction filed 07/13/2005 is withdrawn. The Examiner 
apologizes for the inconvenience that may have caused the Applicant regarding this subject 
matter. 

2. The amendment filed on April 13, 2005 is canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP 
§ 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they are 
drawn to inventions that are independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed as 
explained above.
